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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
The applicant's amendment filed 2/4/08 has overcame the technical deficiencies and the 
prior art rejection. Claims 1-5 and 7-16 are allowed because the prior art of record fails to 
suggest "the sigma delta modulator" as combined in claim 1 , and "the control means comprises a 
first set of switch", "a second set of switches" and "a control circuit" as combined in claim 4.
